ly reside. Within the jurijdic- 
tion of the Local oBard having 
'an extensive area of poor rail-

'connections, 
additional 


places of registration will be 
established, and these will 
be 


announced in the public press. 


Persons who are likely to be 


absent from their homes on 
June fifth, and who cannot reg- 
ister with the Local Board hav-

jurisdiction

places of residence should pre- 
sent themselves at the earliest 
possible moment to any Local 
Board wherever they may be. 
This Local Board will furnish 
such

registration 


cards, and certify 
to the

Male persons of the desig- 


nated age who, on account of 
absence at sea, or on account of 
absence without the territorial 
limits of the United States, may- 
be unable to register as absent- 
ees will,- within five days after 
reaching the first United States 
port, register with his proper 
local board or as provided for 
other absentees.

of control show that 374 Wisconsin 
boys have been returned from can 
tonments because they were affected 
with tuberculosis. The record also 
shows that 250 additional have been 
returned to date because mentally 
defective. The problem of handling 
these cases is one of the problems 
that is now engrossing the attention 
of the members of the state bpard 
of control. 


The reports of the men affected 


with tuberculosis are certified first 
to the Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis 
association at Milwaukee, A copy 
of the record is then reported by 
Dr. H. E. Dearholt to the state board 
of control. The government is urg- 
ing that every arrangement be made 
to restore these men to health. The 
anti tuberculosis nurses are direct- 
ing their attention to teaching the 
men how to care for themselves, as 
tubercular patients. Eighteen pa- 
tients are from Dane county. 


"Plans are now being drawn for an 


addition to the Wales sanitarium," 
said M. J. Tappins, secretary of the 
state board of control today. "This 
will accommodate about 100 patients. 
The new La Crosse county sanit 
ium will accommodate about 40. The 
state board of control has today ap- 
proved of the site for the tri-county 
sanitorium for Iron, Ashland and 
Bayfield counties. The site selected 
is two and one-half miles from Bay- 
field. It is known as the Leihy site. 


The reports of the federal govern-

Forty thousand nurses 


are needed in the military hospitals 
and there are only eighteen thousand 
enrolled.

There is a superstition still that 


supply and demand has something to 
do with prices. 
The average farmer 


steadily refuses to accept the fact 
that the exchange of produce has 
been piven wholly over to a species 
of brigani&ge calculated to cause a 
highway robber to blush. 


The average farmer will never sus- 


pect until he is thoroughly convinced 
that a gigantic system has been built 
up in a generation wholly bent on 
perfecting the process of price-fix- 
ing1, and that when this system gets 
its work in the law of suuply and de- 
mand has about as much chance to 
operate as the Golden Rule in the 
Chicago wheat pit. 


This 'system is a compact organ- 


ization of non-producers firmly in- 
trer.ched in the process of finishing 
and marketing farm produce and 
stubbornly engaged in PREVENT- 
ING the producer from selling direct 
:o the consumer and also extracting 
from- each all that it is possible to 
extract. It is known as the CLOSED 
MARKET. 


The closed market is a cunning de- 


vice for relieving the farmer each 
year of his entire overburden of 
wealth by controlling supply and de- 
mand 'and preventing the. farmer 
from selling to any other buyer than 
itself.' This enables it to fix prices 
to producers and consumers. 
. It 


makos the process of distribution as 
long IUK.I complicated nnd costly as 
possible and charges the whole ac- 
count up to the consumer. 
Out of 


these enormous "winnings" it hands 
the producer enough to keep his 
farm from becoming non-productive. 


According to government esti- 


mates the farmer gets only $9 out 
of every $29 the consumer pays for 
farm products. 
If he got less his 


farm would run down and the closed 
market system would lose money. 


Their Organization Is- Thorough 
In order to "put over" thTs big job 


the system has to be well organized 
and well founded on "understand- 
ings" and "gentleman's agreements." 
Hence we find these gioupa of non- 
producers and middlemen organized 
into "protective" associationi "uh- 
derstanding" each other perl c«ly. 
These "understandings" and "gentle- 
man's agreement*" usually relate to 
established prices and the prevention 
of producers and consumers ^rora 
trading with each. other. A ssytern 
of laws and licenses is used to pro-, 
vent the farmer or others outside 
the system from peddling direct, to 
consumers. 
The' monopoly of snp- 


plies is so well managed that retail- 
ers and others engaged in selling can 
be "closed out" of business when- 
ever they attempt to buy directly 
from the farmers. 


To control supply and demand and 


monopolize buying and selling the 
closed market system must own and 
control he following facilities: 


1—The facilities for 
finishing 


farm 
products . for 
consumption, 


euch as flour mills, packing plants, 
creameries, canning factories, su- 
gar factories, refineries. 


2—Storage facilities for "taking 


care." of the farmer's produce and 
"holding" it until the people are 
ready to pay "the right kind of a 
price" for it. 
Among such facili- 


ties are railroad elevators, ware- 
houses and cold storage plants for 
perishable farm products. 


3—Transportation facilities -such 


as railroads an dsteamship lines. 


4—Credit.' 
The- system 
must 


have credit to replace the capital 
"tied up" in cornered and stored 
provisions and to 'tide it over" those 
hard times during which the system 
is waiting for the people to make 
up.their minds bo accept its price 
or storve. 


Why They Own Politicians

There did. 
The little the farmer 


then had to exchange was traded 
for an honest equivalent. • Prices 
were then kept up because every- 
thing was scarce; the farmer was 
not then able to produce much. 
When we have an open market sup- 
ply and demand actually operates 
and prices rest on scarcity. 


When the farmer introduced ma- 


chinery and began to produce abun- 
dantly this scarcity was threatened 
and hence prices were threatened. 
Now, 
in steps a new factor to save 


prices. 
Machinery has separated 


the finishing and marketing facili- 


given 
These 


middlemen organized to control sup- 
ply so as to maintain scarcity so 
they cou'j keep up the prices. They 
did this by buying the farmers' pro- 
duce in the fall when the market 
was glutted and the farmer had to 
sell, and then storing this produce 
until the consumers began to feel 
the pinch of scarcity, and yield to it 
in the shape of high prices.

keep the former so poor that he 
could not store and sell his own pro- 
duce i could not stand. 
If it could

Origainal Society for the Prevention1 
of Prosperity. 
It exists solely by 


keeping the producer and consumer 
apart and keeping.them both poor. 


There is'ho remedy'for this; con- 


dition other than the public-control 
of finishing, marketing and price- 
fixing. 
Under.- public, control the 


producer and consumer could co-op- 
erate . together- through, the govern- 
ment and' fix "prices iii the interest 
of all.

as we now are, I believe we 
would have had a million men in 
'France at this moment armed 
and equipped to meet this great 
German 'drive, and we wouldn't 
have to'be wondering whether 
it would succeed. We would be 
doing the driving on them. If 
we had only waited in time.

with us sixteen months ago and we 
went to war with Germany fourteen

from that, learned from the 


experiences of the last three years, 
ust how much attention they can pay 
to the pacifists, the pacifists of both 
sexes, as far as you can predicate 
sex of the pacifists. 


"I cannot speak of the pacifist with 


respect, I will speak as kindly as 
I can. Now, we ought to under- 
stand from our past experiences just 
what tho pacifists can do. The paci 
fists assured us for two and a half 
Years after this Great World War 
broke out, that if only we would 
keep unarmed, we would keep out of 
the War; that if only we wouldn't 
prepare, we wouldn't get into the 
war. You remember, Governor, that 
kept saying that, and President Van 
Hise, that if we prepared it meant 
that we would get into the 
war; 


that if we kept utterly 
harmless 


everybody would let us alone. 


Tried the Experiment. 


"Well, we tried the experiment. 


We kept unprepared but we didn't 
keep put of the War. The'truth is 
a pacifist never kept a nation out of 
a war.

only a soft strength. Now, that is 
not a pleasant thing to think of. 
!t 


have been -trying to say pleasant 
things to my fellow country men for 
the last.three years. I sympathize 
with Emerson's statement that in 
the long run the most unpleasant 
truth is a safer traveling- compan- 
ion than the 'pleasantest falsehood. 


"We have had a great deal of 


censorship during-the past'year 
and a quarter. Most of

think exceedingly foolish,

there is one place I wigh they 
would have'extended it I wish 
they had censored the boasting. 
I wish they had censored the 
statements as to what we were 
going to do. As President Van 
Hise has just said, we have now 
every reason to believe that At 
Last the airplanes are being pro- 
duced, that At Last the ship- 
building program is going on. 
We know that some hundreds of 
thousands of men 
have been 


sent abroad. No guns: no field 
artillery, but the men and the 
wagons 
have gone. Fine! I 


am glad we have begun to do 
our duty.

"Now, if the time comes to fixing 


our future policy don't forget that it 
took ug a year and a quarter to be-

States..but in every state there ought 
to be but .one1 and English should be 
the only language of instruction in 
bhe schools. It. should be the' only 


and no other flag anywhere. It is 
the flag of every part of the country. 
Now, 
we are to settle once:for all 


in this world, that there is to be one- 
flag for every strain of population 
in the country and Only One. 
- 


' "There is to be no foreign flag here 
and incidently, there isn't any room 
here for either the red. flag or the 
black flag and the man who hoists 
either flag are traitors to the coun- 


schools but- in the higher schools of 
learning, there should be other lan- 
guages, German, Spanish, French, 
studied of course, for we want -to 
.make our rnen..as efficient as possible 
in international work and they must 
learn, other languages -but 
these 


should be. taught in the high schools 
'and colleges, not in ,the 
primary 


schools, .and in the high schools, and 
in the colleges the language of in- 


ly undivided allegiance to .this flag 
and this country and that if'he does 
so, we shall treat him as on a full 
equality with every other man with- 
out regard to his creed-or .national 
origin. 
. "And .1 have even less use for (the 
de-nationalized high brow than jfor 
the de-nationalized low brow. The 
proper place for every American to 
be educated is America.; let him be 
brought up here. 


"There are special studies, 


here and there, succial places to 
go for,special studies; I am not 
speaking of that, but lie should 
have his education as a boy and 
a young man in this country, 
trained .by Americans-in. our 
schools, our colleges, with our 
ideals so as to fit him for do- 
ing his work as a citizen here. 
That is one side of American- 
ism. There is another side just 
as important. If the man does 
in good filth become an Amer- 


ican then it is treasonable to 
the country, it is infamous, 
wrong not only to him but to 
the country to discriminate in 
any shape or way against him 
because of his ancestry or be- 
cause of the creed he professes. 
(Applause.) 


Is Not Pussyfooting 


"You don't need to be told that I 


have not pussy footed on thjs or on 
any other that I remember. 
I could 


say this: and no human being-can 
misunderstand me. If I had my way 
I would not permit our allies, not 
only ourselves, but I would not per- 
mit our allies to discriminate in any 
shape or way against any man be- 
cause of the place from which his 
ancestors came or where he was 
born. I was shocked and horrified 
to see in a certain charitable group 
of people sent abroad that they re- 
fused to'allow men of German par- 
entage to enter the allied country. 
They said 
some of these 
people 


might be spies, 
with 
absolute 
I wish that we act 
relentlessness and 


speed against any spy, native or for- 
eign. If there is, any man who does 
anything, tampering with 
our sol- 


diers, giving information, tampering 
with our war materials, let him be 
shot or hung before sunrise. 


"But if he is straight, so that he

the same treatment as every other 
man under it. 
If I had 
been al- 


lowed to arrange my division, one 
)f my brigate commanders would 
lave been a German, my head chap- 
lain would have been 
a man of 


German birth, my quarter master

would have been- of German parent- 
age, and I would have made a point 
of having just as many men of Ger- 
man parentage in that division ac 


possible just to show that we *ert 
Americans and nothing else. 


"Second, that we shall prepare s> 


that never again will we have to ce- 
pend upon the old world or otneryist 
for our protection. Third, tas:_M 
as the supreme duly, we shall 3«fl 
our every energy to speeding up M« 
war and winning it as soon as pos- 
sible but facing the fact tha: *: '• 
endure as long as it can we mus, ya 
it through until it is crowned n'^-s 
peace of overwhelming Victory.
